Accord- 
ing to a PLO statement as many 
as 1,000 were Aot and wounded 
in Ae day's violence. 

The violence enqited at 10:45 
a.m. when Pales tinians stoned 
Aousands of Jews gathered near 
Ae Western Wall under Ae 


Haram Al Siarif Conqriex. whi^ 
houses the Al Aqsa and Dome of 
the Rode Islam’s two 

hoUest shrines. Israelis believe 
that it is the site of an ancient 
Jewish tem[rie and a gronp of 
Jewish zeait^ caHing tiiemselves 
’’Tenqrie Mount Faititfal” had 
{banned to lay the foundation 
stone Saturday to build a new 
teoqile, reports said. 

Eyevritnesses quoted by inter- 
national news agencies said hun- 
dreds oi Palestinians rushed to 
the Haram Al Sharif complex 
aftrt mosque londspeakeis ofged 
them to come to the defence of 
tile holy shrines. Shortly thereaf- 
ter, th^ started throwing stones 
at tile Jews gaAered below, and 
as the crowd fled the area, Imeli 
forces opened fire on Ae protes- 
ters on the complex.

PLO wants U.N. -approved relief 
ship for Palestinians in Kuwait

AMMAN — Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat has uked the Un- 
ited Nations to allow a ship to 
take relief supplies to up to 
300,000 Palestinians in Kuwait, a 
Palestine Liberation Organisa-* 
tion (PLO) ofBdal said Monday. 

*'We approached the U.N. IS' 
days ago to let a provision ship go 
to Kuwait, like the one wfaj^ 
supplied Indian and Vietnamese 
nationals.” Mohammad MOhem, 
a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the PLO, told Reuters. 

He said the PLO was awaiting 
a reply from the world body, 
which exempted humanitarian 
food and m^ical supplies from 
sanctions imposed after the Aug. 
2 Iraqi invasion of Kuwait. 

”We understand there are 
some serious cases of every nee^ 
Palestinian families in Kuwait. 
Don’t they have the right to feed 
their children too?” Miliiem said. 
‘There should be no discrimina- 


tion between nationalities.” 

With U.N. blessing, In^ sent 
three mercy ships to Kuwait last 
month with reli^ Sapphos distri- 
buted by Red Cross and Indian 
embassy oEBcials to Indians and 
other crapped foreigners in the 
emirate. The ships ferried hun- 
dreds of Indians home. 

Tens of thousands of Palesti- 
nians fled Kuwait after the inva- 
sion, but many have returned for 
lack of anywhere else to go.

Palestinians in most Gulf coun- 
tries, including Sandi Arabia, pay 
five per cent of their salaries, 
deducted at source, to the PLO- 
supervised Palestine National 
Fund.

wanted the United Nations to 
share die cost of a relief ship to 
Kuwait. 

He said the PLO office in 
Baghdad had already begun li- 
mited relief efforts, buying food 
in Iraq for a Palestinian welfare 
committee in Kuwait established 
with Iraqi permission. 

The PLO has not previoosly 
announced measures to alleviate 
the plight of an estimated 300,000 
Palestimans in Kuwait. 

They were generally well-off, 
but many lost their life savings 
when the invasion aD but para- 
lysed the Kuwaiti banking system 
and threw the oil-based economy 
into chaos. 

The value of their salaries 
plunged when Iraq decreed that

The Gulf crisis has poisoned 
the atmosphere between the 
PLO, perceived as sympathetic to 
Iraq, and Gulf states, eq)edally 
Saudi AiaUa, which was among 
tbe FLO'S most reliable donors in 
the past. 

Palestinian sources said the 
Gulf states had always used their 
control of the purse strings to 
exert political pressure on the 
PLO. which has long struggled to 
keep its independence. 

“They turned the tap on and*

this was resent^ by Palestinians 
and the PLO,” one source said. 


Fadlallah says hostages

LONDON (AP) — A Muslim 
religious leader in Lebanon-was 
quoted Monday as saying the 
future of Western hostages 
should no longer be linked to 
of Arab prisoners.

ers in Israeli jails and Muslims 
held in Kuwait by the Sabah 
government, which was ousted by 
the Aug. 2 Iraqi invasion. 

Western governments have re- 
buffed the demand as blackmail.

embassies there in 1983 had 
escaped after the Aug. 2 Iraqi 
invarion and are no longer in 
Kuwait.

More than 5,000 Kuwaitis 
in Iran, Tehran says 


NICOSIA (R) — More than 
5.000 Kuwaitis have fled their 
homeland to Iran over tbe past 
few days, the Iranian news agen- 
cy IRNA said Monday. 

It reported that all tiie re- 
fugees, who crossed into south 
Ir^ from Iraq, had refused 
Baghdad's demand to diange 
thcar identity cards to Iraqi ones. 

IRNA said 1J58 refugees in 429 
cars and ax minibuses had cros- 
sed at the Shalamcbeh border 
point since Sunday, bringing the 
total number of Kuwaitis to reach 
Iran in the past few days to 5,297. 

The IRNA report, monitored 
in bHcosia, follows a United Na- 
tions pled^ to help Iran after 
Tehran said last month half a 
million refugees may flee thmngh 
Iran. 

The pledge was made in a 
statement issued Sunday at tbe 
end of a four-day visit to Iran by 
the U.N. bumamtarian envoy for 
the Gulf crisis, Prin« Sadroddin 
Aga Khan. 


The United Nations and other 
international organisations 
agreed to “increase their actiri- 
ties and oontiibixtions to the Iria- 
mic Republic to help it meet the 
urgent needs related to thfr hu- 
man endeavour,” IRNA quoted 
tbe statement as saying. 

It suggested that the U.N. Dis- 
aster Relief Orgamsation (UN- 
DRO) appoint a representative 
to Iran and that assistance include 
“transit camps, sanitation and 
help equipment as well as trans- 
port facilities in order to ensure a 
speedy resettlement of those 
affected by the crisis.” 

Prince Sadniddin visited north- 
western border crossing with Tur- 
key and held talks with Eranian 
Foreign bfinistiy officials. 

Iran has reported few refugee 
arrivals since saying 90,000 en- 
tered Iran in tbe first month after 
the Iraqi ' invasioo. 

Most were Iranian residents of 
Kuwait who came through Sha- 
lamcheh, a couple of hours’ drive 
from Kuwait. 


EC undecided over how to respond 
if U.S. intervenes in Gulf

ROME — A meeting of Euro- 
pean Community foreign 
ministers in Italy has hi^ili^t- 
ed tbe ECs dilemma over how 
to respond if fitting breaks 
- out in the Gulf, ^plomats said 
Monday. 

A debate on the Gulf crisis 
at a weekend meeting of tbe 
12-member group’s ministers 
at Asolo near Venice touched 
on the one area where the 
West’s largest trading bloc has 
so far never had a say — 
defence and security. 

Diplomats said that with EC 
governments worried that 
Saudi Arabia and the Gulf 
emirates were increasingly 
pushing tbe United States to 
use tbe huge task force it has 
deployed, tbe minis ters con- 
centrated on two main points; 

— How should the commun- ' 
ity respond if U.S. troops do 
eventually go into action 
against Ir^i forces? 

— What should be done if 
Iraq takes the West by surprise 
and decides to pull out of 


occupied Kuwait? 

So far, tbe EC has pinned all 
its hopes on U.N. trade sanc- 
tions to force Iraq to withdraw 
from Kuwait. But at their 
meeting, the ministers faced 
the issue of what to do if 
sanctions failed to produce a 
quick result. 

They agreed that it was vital 
that Wariungton’s European 
allies should not leave tiie U.S. 
out on a limb if American 
forces went into battle, but 
were undecided over u^etber 
they yet had the author!^ to 
act, the sources said. 

The question was whether 
explicit U.N. backing was 
needed for any militaxy action 
agatnet Iraq. 

Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
Douglas Hurd told reporters 
London felt tbe U.N. Charter 
and the Kuwaiti government’s 
appeal for help were i^ally* 
sufficient. France's Roland 
Dumas, however, said was 
not enough for Paris. 

Tbe ministers all agreed they 
would much prefer U.N. en- 
dorsement before sending their 
troops into action, tbe sources 


said.

concept," Abu Alim said.

In reply to a question about the 
national-lslamic bloc which is 
being formed among Parliament 
groups, Abu Alim said chat his 
bloc would cooperate with all 
other blocs, but he made it clear 
that there was no intention of 
joining this alliance for tbe rime 
being. 

Tbe bloc groups besides Abu 
Alim, Jamal IQnisha, Ahmad 
lonab, Saad Haddadin, Jamal 
Haddad, Issa Reimouni and 
Mohammad Muarar. Except for 
Muarar all the bloc's members 
had been affiliated to the Nation- 
al Bloc. 

With the formation of the 
Liberals’ Bloc, Par liamen t mem- 
bers are now groupied into five 
different fecrions or blocs: the 
Islamic movement (Muslim 
Brotherhood) — 22, the Indepen- 
dent Islamic Bloc 8, the 
Democratic Alliance — 12, the

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Massacre calls 
for response 

the last time Palestinians were murdered en masse in 
Israel, it was daimed that a derailed Israeli soldier 
perpetrated the massacre. This was back in May. Sabse- 
qnently, and systmatically, tbe Israelis broke bones of 
^estinians, they destroyed their property, demdished 
tbeir houses, closed schods, detained hundreds of them 
including women and children and suppressed all ktmte of 
nationalistic fedii^ by tbe unarmed pt^mlatMNi livii^ 
under occupation. 

Yesterday, the Isradis o&kiaUy commuted anothm* mas- 
sacre against Palestinians, murdering tens of people and 
wounding hundreds, r^t on the steps of Baram Ai Sharif 
in Jerusalem. Israeli t^Bdals, from the extremist i»ime 
minis ter down, cfNitended the kOlings were in response to 
provocation by tbe unaiiDed Palestinians. Tboy blamed tbe 
bloodshed on what they described as a premeditated effmt 
on the part of tbe Arabs to deflect attention from tbe Gulf 
crisis. How clever these Israeli botchers are. Indeed. Israelis 
kiD Palestinians in odd Mood, and they blame the Arabs for 
their terrible actions. 

Bnt beyond the grief for those among our people who 
were killed and wounded at the hands of the Israelis, we 
have to think of tbe way the intonational community will 
react to tbe tragedy. Will the world moioty condemn it, 
denounce it and then forget aD about it? mil the U.S. veto 
any Security Council resolution that rails for sending 
international forces to protect Palestinians from Israeli 
bullets and repression? With tiie international reaction over 
tbe Israeli invasion of Kuwait — tbe troop build up, tiie 
sanctions and aO tbe measures to ensure the embargo is not 
busted — we are anxious to see how aU those countries who 
insist on tbe sanctity of international law will react to tbe 
Israeli explicit and unrestrained use of horrific violence in 
the ludy city against PhlestiniaQj&rabs. This..is.tbe piorfect 
timing, as sickening as'ti^may sqaud,-to test the credibility of 
the international li^tiimicy-lovnig nations, namely the U,S. 
Jt is sidtening because it seons It has to tiiirty of our 
own people to be massacred and hundreds wounded in one 
day to hope for a reaction dose to that df tiie Golf. This 
brii^ to mind the all-too-faniiliar contradfictimis and 
dnplidty characterisfa^ tbe West's attitudes. British Fore- 
ign Secretary Don^^ Hard, refming to Palestinian r^ts, 
said last wedc: **Today the international cmnnninity is 
fedng the challenge of whether there is one mankin d or 
different kinds of men mid women.’* Yesterday, howevo:, 
Hurd was saying that Iraq needed to withdraw from Kuwait 
before bis country would move to do any thing for the 
Palestinians. We tbouj^t he was oiqiosed to iinldng the Golf 
crisis to tbe Palestinian problem. Now, it seems, he Is all ont 
fw it, albeit with bis priorities tnm^ npside down. Tbe 
same applies for other Westemms who are now insifiting on 
dialogue between Palestiiuans and IsraeUs. Just why are 
they not demanding the same thing from themselves 
vis-a-vis the Iraqis? Or are we faced with the same doable 
standards again? 

This is a time for the Ar^ not to get carried away by the 
impact of yestmday’s blow, painfnl as it indeed is. It is a 
time to test the ancerity and honesty of the international 
commnnity, espedaDy the U.S.-led West, and to try tbe 
validity and aj^cabOity of tbe new wmid order that we 
have latriy been hearh^ alxmt so much. The least the U.N. 
can do for the safrerh^ Palestinians now is to provide than 
the means with which can piotect themselves. Tbe 
dispatch of nentral troops to tbe occupied territmics fM* this 
purpose are the most nrgent and needed measure by tbe 
U.N. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


THE eyes of tbe world are turned Monday evening to the U.N. 
Security Council which is sdieduled to resume debate on tbe 
Palestine question in the light of Israel’s atrocities especially those 
committed against the Palestinian people in the Gam Strip, said 
Al Ra*i daily Monday. The paper said that the oonndl has 
another chance to do justice to the Palestinians and to take proper 
measures to safeguard their national interests. The debate is 
bound to place tbe United States and Britain tooe to face with a 
genuine test of the concept of the international legality and 
legitimacy which has been resorted to in dealing with the Gulf 
crisis, the paper continned. Should tbe Washington use the veto 
to kill a resolution cxmdemning Israel's atrocities and should 
London follow suit, we will be justified to declare that both 
capitals had been exploiting the Uiuted Nations to achieve their 
own objectives, the paper added. It said that the international 
legality which allowed Washington to send troops and oco^ 
Amb land in the Arabian peninsula is now being tested, and the 
world is watching to see whether the same measure and the same 
standards will be applied in the case of Palestine whose people are 
being starve<i. persecuted and oppressed. ' 

Al Dnstoor drily described the govenunent's austerity measures 
which go into effect as of Saturday as a firm response to tte 
riiallenge of the consequences of the Gulf crisis. The paper said 
that Jordan has refused to be covered by the suspect umbrella and 
the unholy ainanrw led by the Untied States in the Gulf, and has 

thus chosen the hard path and is paying the price for such attitude. 

But, it said, that this stand reflects the true Arab position, 
defending pride and dignity regardless of the circumstances 
and the cbaUenges. The Jordanian people are solidly behind the 
government in its austerity measures designed to enable tbe ; 
Joidanians to rationalise consumption and to shoulder their I 
responsibility under the present difficult ciicumstances, the paper 
noted. Jordan, it added, is now exposed to a series of harassments 
and is frdng difficulties aimed at forcing tbe country to change its 
national position. But tbe paper noted the Jordanian people are. 
steadfost. and will continue to adopt measures that woi^ help 
them become self-reliant and capable of dealing with the 
hardships at hand. 


Jordan defends peace, seeks justice

There are a number of xnisooD* 
captions feeding largely on the 
reports of an idle and bored 
press corps based in Amman, 
this make it imperative to clar- 
ity some Jord^an positions

with tbe United Kingdom. 

Jordan is not an apologist for 
Iraq. We have made it dear to 
the Iraq leadership that we are 
a galnsT the acquirition of terri- 
tory by force and that we 
port tbe restoration of tbe 
Emir of Kuwait, whose gov- 
ernment we stiU recognise. We 
are, however, apolo^sts for 
peace. We do not believe that 
those who clamour for ' war 
understand the devastation 
and suffering that it would 
bring, nor deep hatred it 
would create. 

A peaceful resolution is not 
a noD-principled resolution. 
We thi^ Iraq's withdrawal 
from Kuwait should be uncon- 
ditional, yet unconditionality 


does not exdnde tbe possibility 
of azrazigements that conld be 
entered into by Iraq and 
Kuwait after witb^wal or the 
possibility of judidri settle- 
ment by reference to the 
World Court. Ibe United Na- 
tions Security Conndl's Re- 
solution 660 ooodenmed Iraq's 
invasion of Kuwait and call^ 
for its immediate and uncon- 
ditional withdrawal. With 
creativity, paragraph three of 
tbe same resolution — calling 
for Iraq and Kuwait to be^ 
immediate and intensive n^o 
nations to resolve their differ- 
ences upon to strike a delicate 
balance between the- need for 
permanent negotiations be- 
tween states on the one hand 
and the credibility of the con- 
tent of Security Conncfl resolu- 
tions on the other. 

Our {jositioo on terrorism ‘ 
and hostage-taking is very 
dear and consistenL Jordan 
played a pivotal role in adopt- 
ing tbe United Nations conven- 
tion against the taking of hos- 


tages and we have mnltilatoiri- 
ly and bilaterally coK)peraied 
in die glio^ fi^ agai^ tec^ 
rorism. We do not approve of 
Iraq’s taking of hostages and 

we have exerted efiOrts for 
tiieiT release. 

It is important to remember 
that Jordm is pacing through 
a genuine and active democra- 
tic proe^ President Hussrin 
of Iraq is very popular in Jor- 
dan — as be is throughout the 
Arab World. This is a limiting 
factor on Jordan’s manoeuvia- 
bility. The apjdication of san^ 
tions has meant economib 
suidde for Jordan: tbe hope 
mast be expressed that Jordan 
will not asked to commit 
political suidde, too. 

With the possible exception 
of Iraq itself, no country has 
been more .hard-hit by sanc- 
tions than Jordan. Its dtizens, 
throD^ no fault of their own 
or their government, have to 
bear the main brunt of sanc- 
tions rirected agai^ anotixx 
state. As part of a vicious drde 
this feeds anti-Western and 
anti-Gnlf feelings, and in turn 


produ^ more suspicions 
garrf i ng Jordan's 
witii sanctions. H a wider pos- 
pective is not taken, Jordan 
could be pushed completely 
into Iraq’s aims due to the very 
mediods employed to “bring it 
to its senses." 

Jordan has from the ban- 
ning agreed to abide by Re- 
solution 661 inqK»ing econo- 
mic sanctions, and subsequent 
.resolutions on sanctions 
against Iraq, and to carry tiiem 
out in goM fhitii. In some 
cases it even wrat beyond whal 
was Strict required of it under 
those resolutions. It is ironic 
that while the potential for 
large-scale sanction- bostn^ 
whk± might take place with 
foe acquiescence the gov- 
ernments of otiier neighboui^ 
ing countries, would go un- 
noticoi, the shipmoit, for ex- 
ample, of powdered miiic by 
cfaarit^le organisations in Jor- 
dan is used as “evidence" of 
Jordanian non-compliance 
with the sanctions.

Palestinian frustration with West behind support for Iraq

DESPITE misunderstandings, 
especially by Israelis, Palesti- 
nian strategy throughout the 
period of the Palestinian- 
IsraeU conflict has aimed to 
create a power base to prepare 
for a realistic, peaceful solu- 
tion. But as the Palestinians 
never managed to build this 
base, they never managed in 
tbe past to show foe positive 
peaceful side of tbeir strategy 
clearly. 

The intifafoi created a sym- 
bolic power-base whidi helped 
foe Palestinians to go on pre- 
senting the positive, peaceful 
part of their strategy. Until 
recently, the intifada Palesti- 
nian factors: showing more 
trust in foe goodwill of foe 
U.S. and the West; strengthen- 
ing the alliance with Egypt;

— Soviet Jewish immigra- 
tion threatens to change the 
geography and demography of 
foe occupied territories for 
ever. 

— The collapse of the low- 
level American-Palestinian di- 
alogue.

“In trying times like tiiese, 
Jordan must turn to ensuring 
tile availability of its own food 
seeds, mostly “Seed crops 
vriiich are the major sta|Ae 
consumed,” Arabiyat said.

He helped OPEC pursue a high 


production policy which resulted 
in prices crashing to around $10. 

Last week Yamani forecast oil 
prices shemting up to between $60 
and $1(X) if war broke out in the 
Gulf. 

By mid-afternoon Monday the 
price for tbe benchmark North 
Sea Brent blend crude <nl on the 
International Petroleum Ex- 
diange was $37.15 a barrel.

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Heavy fighting between troops, 
Kashmiri militants claims 5 lives 


SRINAGAR (R) — At least five 
civilians were killed in Srinagar, 
summer capital of India’s embat- 
tled norttaem state of Jammu and 
Kastunir, in heavy fitting be- 
tween separatist ndlitants and In- 
dian troops Monday, witnesses 
said. 

As fighting that started in the 
morning rag^ on into the after- 
noon. there were no available 
details of the deaths, mostly con- 
centrated in the old dty of Siina- 
gar — centre of an and-lndian 
campaign. 

Eyewitnesses said several 
houses were ablaze and fire eo-. 
gines rushed to the area. 

In the Noorbagh area of the old 
city, troops and paramilitary 
forces were fighting a group of 
militants who had taken refu^ in 
a house, police said. 

Describing the fighting as 
*'very fierce", one senior official 
said the militants were hurling 
grenades and firing automatic 
weapons in a bid to prevent Indi- 
an troops from entering some of 
their strongholds in the old dty. 

The oifidal said that on Sunday 
night, paramilitary troops burnt 
down 163 houses in old Srin^ar 
after militants killed two mem- 
bers of the security forces. 


One militant and two civilians 
were also killed, he said. 

A ^kesman for the rebel 
Jammu and Kashmir Liberation 
Front (JKLF) alleged that Indian 
troops were setting whole re- 
sidential areas on fire to flush out 
the militants. 


But an Indian army spokesman 
said the fires were caused by 
grenades and petrol bombs lol^ 
bed by ibe militan ts on bouses 
rushed by troops. 

Last Monday. local residents 
accused paramilitary troopers of 
setting fires that burned more 
than 400 buildings in the Kashmir 
Valley town of Handwara in re- 
venge for the killing of a col- 
league in the main bazaar. 

TWO local policemen smd tiiey 
watched the troopers setting fires 

with petrol and gunpowder, but 
Kashmir Police Chief J.N. Sax- 
ena said the blazes were started 
by grenades and bullets during a 
gun battle. 

More than 1,500 people have 
died since January when the 
separatist campaign exploded in 
India's only Muslim-majority 
state. 

Police also reported fighting in 
Sopore, northwest of Srinagar. 


They said three policemen and a 
fireman were mis^g. 

Clashes between Indian seco^ 
ity forces and tte Kashmiri mili- 
tants have b^me more frequent 
in recent weeks with New Delhi 
^midng Pakistan of sending in 
hundreds of militants tb^ have 
trained. Islamabad denies the 
charge. 

The two countries have fonght 
two of their three wars over 
Kashmir which left one-third 
under Pakistani control and the 
rest under Indian rule. 

Meanwhile Pakistani President 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan, without 
naming India, said Sunday Pakis- 
tan would teach the enemy a 
less o n if a war was thrust on it. 


Pakistan was facing pressure 
from some neighbours which 
appeared taking its desire for 
peace as a weakness, he said. 

'*71)ey seem to be wanting to 
press us by provocative state- 
ments and troops movements 
along our border, but we will not 
be provoked." Ishaq Khan, 
quoted by the official news 
^ency, said. 

His remarks to an army confer- 
ence in the northwestern town 
Mmdan seemed aimed at India, 


accused by Islamabad of moving 
troops doser to their border. 

Ishaq Khan said the Paldstam 
army’s defence preparedness was 
very high, adding: *'If war is 
thr^ on us, we shall teadi the 
enemy an exemplary lesson. 

*’Not Only the aimed forces but 
every son of the country has 
resolved to stand like a ro^ for 
the defence of foe mofoeiland 
and anybody banging hi$ head

Pakistan and India have fonght 
three wars since their 1974 inde- 
pendence from Britain, two of 
them over the Himalayan stme of 
Kashmir. 

Pakistan’s army chief. General 
hfiiza Aslam Beg, said last week 
that India’s 12fo Axxny 0»ps was 
moving from its peacetime p(Ki- 
tions in Rajasthan towards the 
Paktoam* bender. 

India denied this and Western 
diplomats in Islamabad also dis- 
counted any reports of military 
movements. 

A Paldstani army source said 
Sunday that units of the 12t h 
Army Corps had started moving 
towards the border. ’’They can go 
on denying it but it is a fact 
life," the source said.

Austrian Socialists lead in 
elections, but opposition gains 


VIENNA (AP) — Chancellor 
Franz Vranitzky remained in 
petition Monday to rebuild his 
broad coalition government, but 
a diarismatic pt^uUst campaign- 
ing on a nationalist platform 
scored big gains in naticoal ele& 
tions. 

The popular, charismatic Via- 
nhzky defied predictions of large 
losses for his Socialist Party in 
Sunday's vote. But his conserva- 
tive partner, the People’s Par^, 
soffmed tire woist electond set- 
back of its 45-year history. 

Joerg Haider’s populist Free- 
dom Party neariy doubled its 
pariiamentary representation on 
foe strength of his appeals to 
nationalist seatiments, warnings 
of lisiiig crime and complaints 
over Austria’s relatively liberal 
immigration policies for Eastern 


Europeans. 

Tbe SodaHsts consider Haid- 
er’s party too for .to foe right to be 
contidei^ a governing partner 
and tbe 53-year-old Vranitzky 
ofiered to join with the People’s 
Party in another governing coali- 
tion. 

Voters seemed to prefer perso- 
nalities to parties, reflecting 
widespread dissatisfaction wifo 
bureaucracy, corruption and par- 
ty privileges. 

“It was a vote for the chancel- 
lor," said Socialist Par^ c^ef 
secretary Josef C^, the 

result. 

Vranitzky led a campaign 
largely focu^ on his oontinumg 
role as head of government. IBs 
personal popularity appeared to 
win tile (foy, de^te a series of 
scandals involring tampering wifo 


public binds by Sodalist officials. 

According to final results, the 
Sodalists won 43 per cent of foe 
popular vote and 81 seats in tbe 
183-seat parliament, one more 
than in the last elections in 1986. 

The People’s Party, led by Vice 
Cbancelior Josef B^^er, suf- 
fered losses in each of the coun- 
try’s nine |»ovinces, dropping to 
60 seats from 77. 

Haider’s Freedom Party neariy 
doubled its seats from 18 to 33, 
winning almost 17 per cent ot the 
popular vote. 

The environmental Green 
Alternative Party won an addi- 
tional seat for a fotal of nine. 

The Socialists’ showing 
amoimted to a rictoiy for their 
party after pollsters predicted 
heavy losses for both goveznmg 
parties. 


Germany vows to pursue 
ex-Stasi members in office 


BONN (Agencies) — The In- 
terior Nfinister has vowed to pur- 
sue any members of tbe East 
German secret police vfoo hold 
official portions in united Ger- 
many. a newspaper reported 
Monday. 

Interior Minister Wolfgang 
Sdiaeuble pledged that fonner 
“Stasi" members “who were once 
hi^ up and are now again swim- 
ming like beads of fat on top of 
foe soup” would lose their jobs, 
reported the newspaper Die 
Welt. 

His comments follow other 
news reports that many members 
of East Germany's Stari secret 
police are currently bokfing offi- 
cial jobs in the new united Ger^ 
many. 

Sdiaeuble made special men- 
tion of the offidal trusteeship 
overseeing the privatisation (ti 
businesses in former Ger- 
many. 

He said ex-Stasi members 
found working there would be 
fired, foe newspaper reported. 

M^while former Ger- 
man spy chief Marinis Wolf, who 
eluded arrest upon German uni- 
fication last week, denied Mon- 
day that he is on tbe ron. 

“1 am only on holiday, not on 
the run and not in mdle,’’ he 
reportedly wrote to the federal 
proseentor's office in Karlsruhe. 

“I remain at your disposal, you 
can reach me through my 
lawyers;" the letter adcM.

I^iesday, said Wolf is believed to 
be in Austria, Switzerland or 
Hungary, and Israel has not been 
ruled out. 

According to well-mfoimed 
sources quotnl by Bild, Wolf has 
been having disoissioiis recently 
vrifo foe Isaeli secret servtees. 
His wife Andrea is with him but 
his 11-year-old son is staying with 
a married brother. 


Wolf, who led one of foe 
world's most efficient inteUigenoe 
networks for two decades until 
1987, is wanted on an arrest 
warrant issued by the prosecu- 
tor's office. 

Police failed to find him 
Wednesday when agents sear- 
ched his Berlin home and his 
luxury Baltic Sea holiday house. 

In a separate developnent, a 
poll publifoed Sunday predicted 
that Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s 
conservative Christian Democra- 
tic Union (CDU) will win four of 
the five German state elec- 
tions set for Oct. 14. 


“The victorious mardi of die 
CDU appears to be unstopp- 
able,” said foe right-wing Bild am 
Sonntag tabloid, conuneoting on 
its survey of voters in the five 
states thiac replaced East Ger- 
many on unificatiou fest Wednes- 
day. 

Tbe Dortmund-based Fbxsa In- 
stitute poll said tbe CDU only 
lagged behind its Social Demo- 
crat (SPD) rivals in Brandenburg 
but would win double foe SPD 
vote in some ofoer states. 


Shuttle, Ulysses fly 
into 3rd day in space 


CAPE CANAVERAL (R) — 
The U.S. shuttle Discovery and 
its solar probe Ulysses sailed 
flawlessiy into the tl^ day of 
their space misrions Monday, 
NASA officials said. 

Late Sunday. Discovery was 
described as “a very clean ship" 
and operations were proceeding 
smoothly. 

Tbe Ulyssts solar probe, re- 
leased by Discovery six hours 
after its liftoff Saturday, was on a 
flawless trajectory, tbe officials 
said. 

Its status was “completely 
green" as it headed out further 
into space and its rendezvous 
with foe planet Jupiter, said mis- 
aoQ commentator Bruce Welch. 

Ulysses's primary five-year 
mission is to supply the first 
tfaree-dimensiooal information on 
solar activity. After observing 
Jupher it will be boosted into 
solar orbit by a gravitational 


assist from the giant planet. 

The launch represented tbe 
culmination of an often frustrat- 
ing 14-year European Space 
A^ncy (ESA) project. And wifo 
Discov^’s sucosssful laundi prch 
riding a boost to the manned 
U.S. space programme, tbe most 
dramatic elements of foe mission 
may be over. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administiation’s (NASA) 
shuttles had been grounded since 
last May, when Columbia de- 
veloped hydrogen fuel leaks. In 
June a fuel leak was discovered in 
Atlantis. 


NASA saysAtiantis is ready to 
fiy and has scheduled a Novem- 
ber Sight uifo a secret militajy 
payload. Columbia's problem has 
not been resolved but NASA en- 
^neers say they are confident it 
will be lannebed before the end of 
the year. 


Drugs 
remain 
biggest 
problem for 
U.S. police 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent George Bush says America 
is making progress in the war 
against dn^, but cops on the 
oation's streets say it's still pretty 
bad out there and not getting any 
better. 

“Anyone wbo tells you we've 
tunied the corner and we're win- 
oing the war, that's bogwash," 
said a Miami-based Di^ En- 
forcement Administration 
(DEA) agent. 

The agent, who ^ke on con- 
dition of anonymity, was one of 
more than two d^n law en- 
forcement officials nationwide 
surveyed by tbe Associated Press. 

”It's getting worse by leaps and 
bounds," said Police Lt. Josfa 
Landers of Yonkers. New York. 
“It’s crazy.” 

Bush and National Dn^ Con- 
trol Policy Director William J. 
Bennett emphasised the potitive 
durii^ a S^. 5 White House 
session marking the first 
anniversary of foe administra- 
tion's drug strategy. 

They pointed to a sfight de- 
crease in hospital emergency 
room admissions for cocaine and 
heroin, attitudinal surveys show- 
ing growing opposition to drug 
use, and signs that dK supply of 
the nation’s most disruptive ^g 
— cocaine — bad been reduced, 
reflected in biger prices and lower 
purity. 

Tbe AP survey did find that 
cocaine has indeed become more 
expensive and less pure in most 
areas. When the DEA found 
similar dianges during the sum- 
mer. it concluded there was 
cocaine shortage that may be 
partly caused by suppliers rigging 
tbe market to increase profits. 

“What we’re hearing on tbe 
streets is they say it’s just dry out 
there," said police detective 
Daryl Higgins of Tacoma. 
WashiqgtOD. “They can’t get no- 
thing. A year ago, that was 
almost a non-existent statement." 

Tbe average price of a of 
cocaine has shot up by as much as 
85 per cent in soch cities as 
Boston and Monroe, Louisiana, 
it rose 75 per cent in New York 
Gty and 70 per cent in Los 
Angeles.
